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Washington, July 22. — Ambassador

Suarez of Chile and Naon of Argen- 
tina, the three mediators in the Mex- 
ican ffair, appealed to President Wil- 
son today to have the United States 
use its influence wih General Carran- 
za to obtain- a general amnesty 
for 


those who supported 'the Huerta gov- 
ernment. 


It was the first formal call of the 


three mediators since the conference 
at Niagara 
Falls 
adjourned. They 


were accompanied by Secretary Bry- 
an and for nearly an ,hour discussed 
the Mexican situation in all of its 
phases. They expressed the view that 
Francisco Carbajal, provisional pres- 
ident of Mexico, 
who 
succeeded 


Huerta was ready to turn over the 
government to General Carranza but 
wanted guarantees that there would 
be no Avholesaie executions, arrests or 
confiscation of property. 
- They told President Wilson 
that 


Carbajal could not surrender uncon- 
ditionally 
and that 
unless 
these 


guarantees for the protection of the 
lives and property of those who sup- 
ported Huerta were given the Carba- 
jal government would concentrate all 
its military forces and resist until the 
utmost any effort to invade Mexico 
City. 


-The 
president - and 
Mr. Bryan 


listened attentively to the views of 
the South American diplomats, es- 
pecially as they, indicated that their 
"gtvernments probably would be un- 
able to recognize any administration 
In Mexico which refused to give quar- 
ter to its enemy or establish itself In 
peaceful means in accordance with 
the civilized practice among nations. 


They pointed out also the dangers 


of an armed entry of the constitu- 
tionalists into Mexico City and urged 
that the United States use every in- 
fluence to "bring about a peaceful 
transfer of power. 


After their talk with the president, 


Secretary Bryan and the three diplo- 
mats went to the state department for 
a conference. 


That the influence of the United 


States was being relied upon by Pro- 
visional President Carbajal to obtain 
satisfactory terms -with the constitu- 
tionalists "was explained also today 
toy Jose Castellot, personal represent- 
ative of Carbajal. The mediators con- 
ferred not only with Mr.> Castellot but 
also with Eniilio Rabasa, head of the 
Delegation which represented Huerta 
at Niagara Falls. 


Castellot was confident that the 


American government never would 
permit an'arbitrary entry into Mexi- 
co City toy the constitutionalists. He 
said the Carbajal government wanted 
no share in the future administration, 
no validation of the acts of Huerta, 
but simply guarantees for lives and 
property. 


Word that the commission which 


will represent Carbajal in 
negotia- 


tions with Carranza had left Mexico 
City came to Castellot today. 
The 


commission 
departed 
without 
ob- 


taining credentials but since Carran- 
za indicated to the American gov- 
ernment that he would receive the 
commissions, full instructions 
and 


authorization will be sent them.

ico City. "The appeal to Carranza was 
communicated through John R> Silli- 
tnan, "President- Wilson's personal rep- 
resentative who left Monterey to ac- 
company the revolutionary chief to 
Tampico.x An early answer was ex- 
pected. 
"Both President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan have reached the deter- 
mination that when the constitution- 
alists have triumphed and a responsi- 
ble government is set up, revolutions 
In the southern republic must end. 


Mr. Bryan maintained that he had 


"nothing definite enough to make 
public"^ Concerning the rift between 
the revolutionary generals, but it was 
known' that 'rumors of a break have 
come 'from several authentic sources 
One report stated that Villa was pre- 
paring to keep his army in Chihuahua 
rind pay no he,ed to Carranaa's au- 
thority. Mr. Bryan's telegrams o. 
appeal, however, did not assume that 
the reports .were true.. They sug-

The grim manner in which 
the 


man ended his trial for the murder 
of Norton, which opened Monday, 
was characteristic of him as he was 
mown to local police. Since his ar- 
rest he had maintained a seemingly 
stoical indifference to the legal pro- 
ceedings and at no time sought to 
iustify or explain the acts 'Charged 
against him.

The police had looke'd upon ~Rob- 


nson as one of the most desperate

police so feared his resources that 
they had planned to hold him at 
night in -the court building to avoid 
the daily trips to and from the jail 
during the trial. ' 


Rumors were current that confed-

•To the average observer the admin- 


istrative end of a Chautauqua seems 
not as complex 'and intricate-as it is 
in reality. 
The Redpath Chautauqua 


company employs enough talent for 
72 programs, and tne a .iministration 
of the program end is as complicated 
as that of many of the large vaudeville 
and theatre booking agencies.

Speed Jja\v. 


Editor Advocate: — Since the evo- 


lution of electric street cars, automo- 
biles and motorcycles it is well for 
the public to be advised as to the 
law of governing rate of -speed on 
highways or streets. 


In Ohio, an automobile is defined 


to be a "motor vehicle," and has the 
same rights to thp proper u&e of the 
public highways as to such use/ im- 
posed by law. (99 O. L. 538.) Yet as 
a vehicle it is brought at once with- 
in the common law principles, so it 
can now be said that'the law of the 
"motor vehicle" is an application ot 
the old and settled principles to new- 
conditions, and that the drivers of 
motor vehicles are upon an equality 
with, and are governed hy the same 
rules as persons riding or driving any 


other vehicle; for every 
oltizou has 


the absolute right to choose lor him- 
t,elf the mode of couvo »un'o uc l'e~ 
sires, subject to the condition 
that 


he will observe the law oi the road. 


Those who adopt, -improved meth- 


ods of transportation or locomotion 
are not subversive of the rights of 
the other members of tho public, and 
it is now well settled that the motor 
vehicle has as good a mht upon .the 
public highway as any other vehicle. 
A person driving a motor \ehicle in 
any part 'of the street or highway 
used for the passage ot vehicles, is 
exercising his legal right to its use. 
The owner, driver, or nder ot any 
vehicle using the 
highway 
is re- 


quired, however, to exercise due care 
—that care which reasonable prudent 
men use and exercise in the manage- 
ment of the ordinary aftairs of lite- 


Pedestrians 
have equal rights in 


the use of the highways or streets of 
a city, with those riding or driving 
vehicles. Neither has an\ priority ot 
right over the other. They owe to 
each other the duty to avoid colli- 
sions. 


A person who uses the public high- 


waj is under certain res'rietions as 
to "speed. The 
use 
of immoderate 


speed upon the highways is negli- 
gence. The rate of 
speed must be 


moderate, and while a moderate rate 
of speed cannot be defined in terms 
of miles per hour, yet it should be 
proportioned to the dangers, and the 
place where one is traveling. A rate 
which in one place would indicate 
negligence might in another place, or 
under 
difterent 
circumstances, be 


neither reckless nor negligent. 


Where 
there is a law 
governing 


the rate of speed as in this state, 
which is eight miles an hour in the 
business and 
closely 
built up por- 


tions of any municipality, that rate 
must be observed to iree a rider or 
driver from negligence. 


All foot passengers, including aged 


persons, women, and children, have 
an equal right to cross the streets, 
and all drivers of teams, carriages, 
motor vehicles, motor cvcles. as well 
as electric and steam roads, are bound 
to respect their rights and regulate 
their speed and movements in such 
a manner as not to violate the rights 
of such passengers. 


Our Supreme court of Ohio laid 


down this rule: 
"The introduction of new forms of 


vehicles, and of new motive 
nower 


on street railways, has not impaired 
the righ of foot passengers to safe 
passage at street crossings. It is the 
duty of drivers of vehicles, whether 
in wagons, wheels or cars to so reg- 
ulate the speed thereof, and give such 
warning of approach, 
at 
whatever 


costs of pains and 
trouble on their 


part, as that the foot man, using or- 
dinary care himself, ma>, in the ab- 
sence" of unavoidable accident, cross 
ir safetv. * * * and i person in- 
jured by reason thereof may main- 
tain an action for negligence, uniess 
indented by his own negligence con- 
tributing to the injury." 
It is well for the, general public to 


know these rules, and laws ot jsovern- 
ing the use" of the pu'blic highways 
and streets, and thenk observe them.

Woodsfield, 


Monroe county, to take charge of the 
iPataskala schools, made 
necessary 


by the resignation at Mr. Jordan to 
assume the county superintendency. 


Mr. Brown is a graduate of Frank- 


.lin college and holds both state and 
county certificates. 
He 
has 
had 


eighteen years • experience in school 
work and is thoroughly qualified In 
every way for his new position. 


Superintendent Jordan has nomi- 


nated his first township supervisor 
toy selecting Walter Howell of 
St. 


Louisville for Mary Ann, Pallsbury 
and Perry townships. The nomina- 
tion no doubt will be ratified by the 
presidents of township boards. 


A surjey of the county school dis- 


tricts, will be made and filed with 
the county auditor. If any boundary 
lines are changed the 
board may 


•proceed without regard to township 
lines and they will also see that ad- 
joining rural districts are as nearly 
equal as possible in property valua- 
tion. 


In no case the school law provides, 


can the county board create a rural 
'district containing less than fifteen 
square miles. 


In all rural and village districts, 


where pupils live more 
than 
two 


miles from the nearest school the 
board of education 
must 
provide 


transportation 
to 
and 
from 
the 


school. 
When conveyance is thus 


furnished it must pass within half 
a mile of the residence of all the 
pupils, and if the rural and village 
boards fail to provide the transporta- 
tion the law:makes it compulsory 
for the county board to do so. 


The county hoard must divide the 


county school district into supervi- 
sion districts and this must be done 
within thirty days after the organi- 
zation which was completed at the 
court house last Saturday.
